As school nurse, Mies Purring- 
ton reported school room ‘visits 
totaled 47; talks in school rooms, 
8; total attendance, 116; consul- 
tations with teachers, 22; trans- 
ported to doctors’ offices, 2; home 
visits, 27; consultations with par- 
ente, 36; time spent in school 
work, 9% days.

Large Trailer Stalled 


Bringing a heavy load of 
household goods to Northfield 
from Princeton, N. J., last Satur- 


day, a large ten wheel, tractor 
truck of the Thompson Trucking 
Co., of Princeton, came safely 
over the highways, with a number 
of detours, to reach here about 
eight o'clock. Turning up Myrtle 
street, from Winchester road, 
within sight of its destination, the 
wheels spun on the slippery ice 
and failed to make headway. It 
even slipped back with brakes 
locked and the trailer jumped a 
six-inch curb and into the lot of 
the home of Rev. Mr. Conner, 
throwing the body of the truck 
across Myrtle street and blocking 
traffic. It was necessary to secure 
help and Mr. Murray with his 
large wrecker was secured, who 
with tackle pulled out the big 
truck and set it straight on the 
highway. Then hitching on in 
front the trailer was pulled up 
the road toward the Coburn 
house, where at the side of the 
road it remained for the night. 
On Sunday with sanded road and 
warmer weather the trailer made 
its own headway up the hill to ita 
destination. It contained the 
furnishings for the new home of 
Rev. and Mrs. David Tompkins. 
As the rain began to fall Saturday 
evening, the roadway was danger- 
ously slippery. 


November Weather 


November weather was record- 
breaking in many respects accord- 
ing to meteorologist C. I. Gunness 
of the Mass. State college. 

According to the records of the 
experiment station at the college, 
which has taken snow records 
since 1989, 13.50 inches of snow 
fell this November. This is the 
heaviest snowfall for November 
ever recorded at the station, the 
nearest approach being nine inch- 
es in 1984. 

The highest and lowest temper- 
atures for the month of November 
were also recorded. The first half 
of the month was extremely warm 
with a maximum temperature of 
75 degrees on the 7th. This is the 
highest temperature on record for 
a November day, and it has been 
equaled only once, in November, 
1924. The lowest temperature was 
4 below zero on the 26th, which 
breaks another record for Nevem- 
ber. The previous record was 3.5 
degrees above zero on November 
80, 1891. Temperature records 
have been taken since 1938. The 
mean temperature for the month 
was 41.5 degrees, as compared to 
a normal of 38.6 degrees. 

The total precipitation was 3.02 
inches; the normal, 3.45 inches.

This year 
there was a failure of the crops 
in the hills, and so food is scarce 
and high. We miss the beans and 
apples and tomatoes that our 
mountain neighbors always used 
to barter for clothes, and when 
we have to buy these staple foods 
for 200, well it is a problem. 

Christmas is coming! The kid- 
dies are excited, and we know 
how they feel... its lovely to be 
thrilled for Christmas. We are 
wondering how Santa’s sleigh 
would look if it came loaded with 
some of the things we need the 
most . . . shoes and sugar and 
soap and sweaters ... But we 
will be thankful for all that comes 
very thankful. 

' We want to thank you again, 
for your lovely shower of gifts, 
for our Christmas will be much 
happier for your kind remem- 
brance of our needs, and the kid- 
dies happiness. Best wishes from 
Crossnore for a Very Merry 
Christmas to our Northfield 
friends.”

twelve. months. is based on the 
monthly consumers study of In- 
vestors Syndicate, of Minneapolis. 

Mr and Mrs. Public in October 
had a “real income” of 91 cents, or 
a decline of 9 cents on the dollar 
from the same 1987 month.

Rents were off three cents in 
October as compared with the same 
1937 month. Food was down eight 
cents on the do' ar; clothing was 
off seven cents, and miscellaneous 
items were down four cepts.
